WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Legisla- 
tive business will bé resumed in reg- 
ular order at the Capitol this week 
after the recent flurry over interna- 
tional affairs that demoralized the 
work of Congress. In both houses 
administration leaders have held in 
control the threatened revolt against 
the President on the armed ship is- 
sue and no further outburst is ex- 
pected unless there should be a de- 
velopment apparently leading toward 
war. 

Leaders of the agitation for action 
to warn Americans off belligerent 
merchantmen carrying arms admit 
there is no chance to get legislation 
on the subject. Senator Gore, au- 
thor of the warning resolution in the 
Senate, has publicly declared that 
there is no desire to stay the hand of 
the President in diplomatic negotia- 
tions. He also says the real purpose’ 
of his resolution already had been 
accomplished and this is regarded by 
administration leaders practically as 
an abandonment of the effort to force 
the issue in either house. 

CONSERVATION BATTLE. 


Conservation champions in the 
Senate plan to throw their combined 
strength against the Shields bill to 
provide for leasing of water power 
sites on navigable waters to private 
interests. Tomorrow Senator Husting 
of Wisconsin, who has had co-opera- 
tion of other Senators, will propose 
a substitute to the Shields bill with 
regulatory features which he declares 
will safeguard the public interest and 
prevent monopolization of water 
power facilities. 2 

Senator Norris of Nebraska charged 
in the Senate Saturday that the 
strongest lobby the Capitol has seen 
in many years is here in the interests 
of the Shields bill and that it is com- 
posed of representatives of the water 
power trust “which has its headquar- 
ters in Wall street.“ 

AVIATION INQUIRY.

FRENCH SILK TRADE 
IS HOLDING UP WELL. 


A. P. POREIGN CORRESPONDENT? 

PARIS, Feb. 15.—The silk industry, 
the most sensitive in France, subject 
as it is to most of the caprices of 
fashion, has shown greater stability 
than other textiles during the war. 
The total production tn 1914 amounted 
to $28,000,000 leas than that of 1913, 
but only $15,000,000 less than in 1911, 
when the total production was $80,- 
600,000, after having gone to $90,000,- 
000 in 1910. 

The silk exports were $18,000,000 
lems than in 1913, but one and a half 
million dollars more than in 1912. 

Exports of silks to America have 
for several years followed quite reg- 
ular rate of progression that has not 
been disturbed by the war. In 1914 
they amounted to $13,250,000, as 
against $9,750,000 in 1913. 

England, however, took $18,000,000 
less, the exports dropping from $42,- 
000,000 in 1913 to $34,000,000 in 1914. 

Italy took a quarter-million dollars 
more and Spain a half-million dollars 
more in silks that in 1913. 

Exports of French velvets more 
than held their own.

RESENT DISCIPLINE. 


IA. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
SYDNEY (Australia) Jan. 21.—The 
military authorities are having an 
increasingly difficult task in preserv- 
ing discipline among the Australian 
recruits. There have been a number 
of outbreaks by soldiers, resulting in 
the burning of tents, the stoning of 
Greek fruit shops and oyster saloons 
in Sydney and Newcastle, and refusal 
among soldiers en masse to pay their 
fares on the state-owned railroads.

TUDY OF GERMAN © 
DROPPED IN FRANCE. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS SUBSTITUTING 
ENGLISH AND RUSSIAN, 


Teachers Risk Lives Dally in Go- 
ing to and from Schoolrooms.

PARIS, Feb. 12.—French school 
authorities have been conducting an 
as to whether the study of 
German should be continued in the 
high schools. It appears that 50 per 
cent of the students who formerly 
took German have abandoned this 
study in favor of English. 

English, however, should not, it is 
felt, have the whole benefit of this 
change. A commission which is pro- 
moting commercial relations between 
France and Russia, in fact, has for- 
mally requested the government that 
Russian should be included in the 
curriculum of the high schools. Va-} 
rious chambers of commerce have in- 
cluded Russian in the commercial 
schools they control; now the munici- 
pal schools are doing the same. 

Though Russian.is reputed as one 
of the hardest languages, it is urged 
that there are compensating facilities, 
For instance, Russian syntax is more 
akin to the French than is the Ger- 
man. and the use of tenses is con- 
fined to only one form of each of the 
three, and the unity of Russian vocab- 
ulary makes it possible for him who 
has some knowledge of the language 
to be easily understood in all parts of 
the empire. 

Subterranean schools have been 
founded in the war zone by M. For- 
sant, a school inspector. These schools 
which continue the usual studies, are 
situated in a district which has been 
frequently under fire, so much so, that 


postmen are even forbidden to dis- 


tribute mail at some of them. In 
spite of this fact, these institutions 
continue to give excellent results. 
Last year, in this district out of 715 
pupils (the normal number) 498 were 
being taught in these cellar schools, 
and twenty-eight received their di- 
plomas, of which number thirteen 
were girls. As nearly all the school- 
masters are mobilized, the work is 
carried on for the most part by women 
teachers who risk their lives four 
times a day by passing through the 
streets, where few houses now remain 
intact, in order to attend their classes. 
The name of these subterranean 
schools are significant of the period 
in which they were created. There is 
the “Joffre School,” subdivided into 
the classes “Foch,” “Sarrail” and Al- 
bert I." The other schools bear the] 
names of the generals Manoury, Du- 
bail and Garibaldi.

LOOKS TO PLAIN PEOPLE. 

A hint of how the President feels 
about Congress is furnished by a par- 
agraph in the speech he delivered last 
night at the midwinter dinner of the 
Gridiron Club, Never before in the 
history of the club has a speech of a 
guest been given to the public and on 
this occasion it was furnished to the 
press by the President himself, after 
consultation with President Strayer of 
the organization. In the course of his 
remarks, the President said: 

“I would a great deal rather know 
what they are talking about around 
quiet firesides all over this country.

The significance of this expression 
will be realized when it is

ANOTHER CLASH EXPECTED. 

So, the Gridiron Club speech is a re- 
enforcement of the position Mr. Wil- 
gon took in the face of a revolt in 
Congress. The language he used is 
not calculated to smooth the fur of 
the men who engineered and par- 
ticipated in that revolt. They have 
manifested resentment “in the cloak- 
rooms” over the way in which the 
President manhandled them and it 
bas become obvious to the adminis- 
tration that they are only awaiting 
the chance to make another attack. 

Although the tension in the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
the central powers has slightly re- 
laxed as a result of the announced 
purpose of the latter to postpone that 
active date of their submarine de- 
crees and the disposition expressed by 
the President to discuss with them 
what constitutes defensive armament 
for merchantmen, there remains a 
situation which may provoke a crisis 
at any moment. If, in the presence 
of such a condition, Congress again 
should agitate the arm-ship proposal, 
it is apparent the President would be 
gravely embarrassed. Some of the 
President's closest advisers are of the 
opinion that to settle this matter once 
and for all, the House should be 
asked to vote on a resolution warning’ 
Americans not to travel on armed 
belligerent. ships. The members of 
that body will be told if they vote 
for the measure, their action will be 
construed as hostile to the President; 
if they vote against it, they will be

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OIL PIPE LINES 
ARE DENOUNCED. 


Federal Trade Board Files its 
Report with the Senate. 


Declares tre 
cluded by High Rates. 


Recommends Standard be De- 
clared Common Carrier. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—A charge 
mat petroleum pipe line companies 
of the midcontinent field, through 
high tariffs and, unreasonable ship- 
ping requirements, have excluded in- 
dependent shippers from their lines 
was made today by the Federal Trade 
Commission in its report to the Sen- 
ate on a special — of the 
business. 

If the five systems that . the 
mideontinent pipe lines charged their 
own refineries for carrying oll at the 
rate they offer to carry it for the in- 
dependents, the report deciares, their 
annual net. earnings should show a 
41.5 per cent. profit on their pipe line 
investments. As it is they are de- 
clared to earn more than 19 per cent. 

The investigation was ordered by 
the last Congress, which later direct- 
ed an Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion inquiry. To avoid duplication 
the trade commission confined its 
work to the midcontinent field, while 
the commerce commission turned its 
attention to systems operating in the 


THE FINDINGS. 

The commission summarizes 
findings in this language: 

“The dominant position of the mid- 
continent field makes the facts de- 
veloped in this report of vital import- 
ance to the entire country. 

“The fixed investment in pipe lines 
is extensive and corresponds closely 
with the actual cost of such property. 

“Pipe line construction in the mid- 
continent field has followed, instead 
of preceding, crude oil production, 
and such investment is comparatively 
secure. 

“Phere is a large difference between 
the cost of pipe line transportation, 
which ia very low, and pipe line tariff 
rates, while the independent shippers 
cannot use railroads because their 
rates are still higher. 

“The pipe line companies require 
large minimum shipments, which 
makes it impracticable for small pro- 
ducers or refiners to ship crude oil by 
pipe line. 

“The price of crude oil delivered 
at the refineries is, to a large extent, 
made up of the transportation charge. 

“The cost of a pipe line construc-

tion is so great that small concerns 


midconti- 
ming and 


cannot build lines from th 
nent field to the large co 
distributng markets. 

Lower pipe line rates and smaller 
minimum shipments are necessary to 
enable small concerns to compete 
with large refineries affiliated with 
pipe line companies. 

“Reasonable and equitable condi- 


tions of shipment by pipe line would 


tend to a greater equality in the prices 

of midcontinent and Appalachian 

crude oil and in the prices of refined 
mrad bets in different markets.” 

Of the five large systems operating 
in the fleld the commission found that 
two belong to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany end that a third is controlled 
by Standard Oil capitalists. The 
Standard Oil lines are givVen as the 
Prairie, running northeast to Illinois 
and Indiana; the Oklahoma-Louisiana, 
running southeast to Baton Rouge, 
and the Magnolia, running south to 


Texas points. The others are the Gulf} 


and Texas systems. 
STANDARD METHODS. 


a Standard Oil methods the report 
said: 

“The advantage which the Standard 
OU group derives from the exclusive 
use of the only trunk line from the 
midcontinent field to the East would 
be largely removed if this pipe line 
system became a common carrier in 
fact as well as in name.” 

It is explained that though Con- 
gress has declared pipe lines common 
carriers, little use has been made of 
them as such, as 
almost without exception buy their 
crude petroleum locally. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has not 
yet passed on tariffs and requirements 
submitted by the pipe lines, because 
it has not completed its own invest! 
gation into pipe line conditions. 

“While the Standard Oi! interests 
have in this field some lines which 
show relative high costs,” the report 
adds, “nevertheless their chief line 
running northeast to Chicago excejs 
all others in capacity and in the ex- 
tent to which that capacity is used. 
This line shows the lowest cost. This 
favorable situation is partly due to 
the fact that there is no other line 


running to points east of the Missis- 


sippi. As all the connecting trunk 
pipe lines between this river and the 
Appalachian Mountains are controlled 
by the Standard Oil group, and inde- 
pendent refineries are small and scat- 
tered,, other pipe line concerns in the 
midcoritinent field have not attempt- 


ed to run their lines to the East, but 


have built them to the Gulf of 
Mexico. For this reason the Standard 
refineries are able to obtain midconti- 
nent oil at a great advantage over 
competing refineries located in the 
principal consuming districts.” 

BIG PROFITS. 

The report has this to say of pipe 
line profits: 

“The net earnings, before deducting 
bond interest, of the companies which 
operate the five pipe line systems in 
the midcontinent feld have been 19.32 
per cent. on the net investment for 
the three-year period, 1911 to 1913. 
These net éarnings, however, do not 
show what they earned from pipe 
line operations, because in most cases 
these companies are engaged in other 
branches of the oil business such as 
producing, refining and marketing, 
and their pipe lines are operated 
merely as departments of this in- 
tegrated form of business. These 
companies generally treat their earn- 
ings as though they arose entirely 
from merchandising ofl, because they 


as yet have not, to any significant ex- 


er rates and equitable shipping re-

The report into minimum 
quantity requirements of the 
lines, which it charges, excludes 
smaller concerns. 

“Conditions made regarding the 
minimum quantity of oil which will, 
be accepted for shipment,” it says, 
“are such that the small oi] producer 
or refiner is virtually precluded from 
useing this method of transportation. 
The Prairie Pipe Line Company 
makes the minimum requirement 
100,000 barrels: certain others re- 
quire at least 25,000. It is evident, 
therefore, that a minimum require- 
ment of 100,000 barrels is not neces- 
sary. But a minimum requirement of 
25,000 would appear to be excessive, 

“The really difficult problem for 
pipe lines acting as commen carriers 
would appear to arise when the ship- 
ments offered exceed the capacity of 
the line, and in that case some equit- 
able rule would have to be determined 
for apportioning shipments. 


Furthermore, there is no opport nity 
to get cheaper transportation by 
means, becausé the rail rates — 


higher still.“ 
EVADING THE LAW. 


The report concludes: 
“The conclusion is evident that low- 


quirements by pipe line are necessary 
in order to make pipe lines common 
carriers in fact. as well as in law, 
and that the prosperity and perhaps 
even the existence of many small con- 
cerns are dependent upon reasonabie 
and equitable shipping conditions. 
“Lower pipe line rates and reason- 
able pipe line shipping requirements 
would enable many small producers 
and refiners to transport crude 11 
from the midcontinent field by pipe 
line who are now unabie to do so, 
and would, therefore, tend to equal- 
ize competition in the sale of crude 
oil by Increasing it in some markets 
where it is slight or nonexistent and 
by reducing it in others where it is 
extraordinarily keen. While the nat- 
ural disadvantage of location of the 
midcontinent field with respect to the 
largest consuming markets cannot be 
removed, the artificial disadvantage 
due to high pipe line rates and ship- 
ping requiremerts can be eliminated. 
“The removal of these artificial dis- 
advantages would tend to a greater 
equality in the prices of midcontinent 
and Appalachian crude oel, and con- 
sequently the prices ot the refined 
products which are made from them 
would tend to be more equal in dif- 
ferent markets of the United States. 
Whether the general level of prices 
of refined products would be thereby 


reduced or kept at a lower level woulda | 


depend chiefly upon the movement 
of the prices of crude oii. Such 
prices, under conditions of free com- 
petition in purchase and sale, would 
be determined by supply and demand.

The Sheriff is pessimistic 
over the new interpretation and ex- 
presses a belief that the bootlegger 
now will flourish as never before. 
Among the novel ways discovered 
for bringing whisky into Arizona, the 
latest is within a fresh goat skin, car- 
ried in a blanket roll on the back of 
an individual who seems nothing 
more than a newly arrived working- 
man. An Italian lately arrested at 
Bowie thus was carrying about eight 
gallons of spirits. Another man, ar- 
reated, at Globe, was carrying on a 
lively trade in rubber goods, mainly 
bottles which were found filled with 
whisky.

Acres of Steel and Tons of 


Rivets to Put Water on 
Valiey’s Farms, 


The Los Angeles Manufactur- 
ing Company, which was 
awarded the contract for the 
manufacture of steel pipe to be 
used in the San Fernando irri- 
gation district, probably has the 
largest single job of pipe work 
on its hands ever attempted in 
Southern California. 

The pipe will cost $251,000 
and if laid end to end, would 
extend sixty-seven miles. A 
full seventy tons of rivets will 
be needed in the construction 
of the pipe and if the material 
were laid out flat, it would 
cover more than 300 acres. 

The delivery of pipe on this 
order will be started in a short 
time and will continue until the 
contract is completed. The 
tubing will convey the aqueduct 
water to thousands of acres of 
San Fernando Valley land owned 
by hundreds of ranchmen. The 
water will turn the land into 
gardens that will produce any 
semi-tropical fruit or vegetable 
grown in Southern California 
and add hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the production of 
the State.

fornia in the production of sugar 


beets. 

In the Chino district alone the to- 
tal area in beets this year is about 
4500 acres, a noticeable increase over 
the acreage of last season. At Ar- 
lington, between Corona and River- 
side, the American Beet Sugar Com- 
pany has in this year between 700 
and 800 acres. The Arlington land 
is leased by the company and seeded to 
beets to prove out the adaptability of 
the soil. Large caterpillar tractors 
aoe at work there now, plowing the 


Beets from a total of 48,000 acres 
will be sliced and made into sugar 
and the several by-products by the 
American Beet Sugar Company in its 
Chino and Oxnard factories this year. 
This is an increase of 16,000 acres 
over the area planted in territory 
tributary to the company last year. 
Next year the acreage will be still 
larger. 

Besides the Chino district, Southern 
California districts where beets are 
raised for the company referred to 
include those about Compton, Ana- 
heim, Santa Ana, Huntington Beach, 
Garden Grove, Arlington, Corona, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, San Fer- 
nando, Pomona and others. 

The Chino factory will run about 
thirty days longer this season than in 
the average year, making the length 
of the campaign about 130 days. Dur- 
ing that time some 10,000 tons of sugar 
will be made. Besides the sugar. 
thousands of tons of “absco,” a feed 
for horses and cows, will be turned 
out.

Sugar Company will distribute from 
its Chino factory approximately $20,- 
000 to the various beet raisers there 
and in the other tributary districts. 
The money its a bonus to the farmers, 
bearing out a promise made when the 
contracts for were signed for 
the season of 1915—an additional 50 
cents per ton if the sugar maintained 
a price for the total output of the 
Chino factory of as much as 4% cents 
per pound. 

As the other factories of the State 
have practically closed out their prod- 
uct at 4% cents or better, the com- 
pany decided the price would not 
drop and declared the bonus ready for 
distribution. The company also glad- 
dened the hearts of the farmers by 
sending out circular letters declaring 
the money payable March 1 instead of 
July 1, as the terms read. 

Although there is a great deal heard 
about the impoverished beet seed sup- 
ply, there is no shortage or fear of a 
shortage in the supply of seed about 
Chino. The supply has been arranged 
for the year 1917, and the price of 
seed to the farmers will be the same 
as in past years, 12 cents per pound. 
Fifteen pounds of seed are plenty per 
acre on the average.

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It may be urged that the Swiss system, 
Which is framed so as to call to the colors, 
if needed, more than half of the adult males 
of that republic, would be unsuited to this 
nation of 100,000,000 people, where answers 
to such a call would result in an army of 
10,000,000 soldiers.

If the United States would open 
enlistment quarters in every State, and fix 
the maximum number of recruits that would 
be accepted, say at 1,000,000, it is more 
than probable that the quota would be filled 
in a few days, when the enlistment offices 
could de closed for one year.

APT. FREDERICKS’S A E. 

Capt. John D. Fredericks was the gal- 
lant standard bearer of the Republicans of 
California in the last gubernatorial elec- 
tion; his party loyalty and his fitness for 
leadership are unquestioned; and when he 
addresses the party he is entitled to a con- 
siderate hearing. But his letter to the Re- 
publican State Committee, printed in Sun- 
day's Times, has not the right ring and is 
not wise and far-seeing in its counsels, as 
this journal looks upon it. The captain is 
a littl? too eager for conciliation with de- 
serters, a little too ready to compromise 
with them on their own terms; he places an 
imaginary value on a political proposition 
which would not pan out. 

This is no time for faltering and nothing 
would be gained by it.

UVENILE COURT AND PROBATION 
DEPARTMENT. 

One of the marked features of the de 
velopment of “child welfare” work in the 
past fifteen years’ has been the evolution 
of the Juvenile Court, with its attendant 
probation and detention home departments. 
From simply hearing cases involving mi- 
nors the authority and province of this de- 
partment of the court has been extended 
until in many States almost everything con- 
nected with the handling of children is be- 
ing administered by or through the Juvenile 
Court. 

Not only are complaints filed and cases 
heard where children or their rights are 
concerned, but the probation officers in 
many Stdtes have police power and can 
investigate and enter complaint, as well as 


tigations after a complaint has been filed. 
Also it ig the rule now that dependent chil- 
dren become wards of this court. The 
court has the gghve duty. of declaring a 
child to be “delinquent” or “dependent” 
and then of deciding what disposition is to 
be made of this child. A “dependent” child 
in this State is not only one who has no 
natural guardians and who must be sup- 
ported by the State; a child whose parents 
or guardians are determined unfit to care 
for it may also be made a ward of the 
court, while the parents support it. Many 
serious questions are involved in determin- 
ing the status of cases. The “placing out” 
of children is a heavy responsibility. Every 
child who becomes a public charge is in 
constant danger and becomes a possible 
menace to society. | 

Also as the work has developed a large 


The functions of the detention home have 
been extended until it has become much 
more than a mere stopping place from 
which the child is passed on to some more 
permanent disposition. 
And now there is beginning to be serious 
question as to whether all these functions 
can best be administered by a court depart- 
ment. There is certainly great need of 
a responsible and centralized authority to 
deal with the handling of “maladjuste?’ 
children. The vital importance of reaching 
the child in the formative period is em- 
phasized doubly by the statement now made 
authoritatively that at least 75 per cent. of 
all crime is committed by persons of de- 
fective or abnormal mentality. If this state- 
ment is true, the determination of the men- 
tal condition of the child or minor and the 
proper treatment of the mentally-lacking 
ought to greatly diminish the volume of 
crime and insanity which is so heavy a 
burden upon society. Experience has de- 


@efective in some degree. 

We have agencies enough in California, 
too many in fact, trying to deal with chil- 
dren who are separated from their natural 
guardians and homes. There is too much 
red tape, too much conflict and too much 
waste of money—and of child life—through 
the lack of the investigation, classification 
and training of defective, delinquent or de- 
pendent children. 

Prof. Thomas B. Eliot, in a recent book, 
“The Juvenile Court and the Community,” 
declares: “Historically and humanely speak- 
ing, the Juvenile Court has been amply une. 
tifled; if the arguments presented be true,

beauty is God! If only two eyes will look 
He will spread out a whole skyful of beauty. 
The moonlit clouds are beautiful. 

Many a starry beauty also looks through 
their stormy and broken blackness. On 
such a night the stars, looking through the 
broken places, are like big bright daisies 
blooming in a black field. And you say they 
do not look like that to you? More’s the 
pity. Look again, and look until they do. 
The more you look anywhere for beauty the 
more will appear. 

There is color on the clouds. Sunlight 
is a peerless painter. Sometimes his most 
beautiful paintings are on the kest 
background. He is the painter of tue rain- 
bow. But he never paints it on a clear sky. 
It takes the stuff of storms mixed with sun- 
light to make rainbows. And that is so other ; 
wheres than on clouds. How wondrously 
all the rainbow bands of beauty blend into 
all the colors of creation. The canvas of 
cloud must be there or no rainbow can be 
there. The rainbow is a cloud creation in 
partnership with the sun. Let us thank the 
Creator for the cloud. Who has not seen 
the riot of color in the cloud at the sunset 
hour? Were a human artist to paint like 
that we would burry to the other side of 
the world to see it. How silently the splen- 
did colors fall across the closing doors of 
day. These colors, shifting silently, con- 
‘tinuously, wondrously, as the evening twi- 
light deepens, awaken feelings which are 
altogether wordless. We need not bother 
about our theologies here, if we have any, 
but we shall just think thanks to God and 
be still. Is it any wonder that Turner, the 
landscape artist, bathed himself in the color 
glories of the sunset? And it is any wonder 
that such colors got into his canvases? It 


is no wonder that such beauty streamed | 


from his brushes. The cloudy morning 
glories of sunrise—who has not seen them? 
These color tapestries of the dawn, when 
dew is on the grass, are bewitchingly beau- 
tiful. The dull and slaty cloud turns crim- 
son flame. Then it shimmers like a sheet 
of gleaming gold. Then it all breaks apart 
as if dissolved by this burning beauty of the 
morning. It hangs like tattered curtains. 
pink and gold across the eastern windows. 

The clouds are freighted with riches for 
the world. The nutrient flelds and pastures 
have fallen from the clouds. Clouds, no less 
than sun, went into the making of the 
meadows. The newly-planted garden beds 
waited through days of sunshine for the 
cloud and its showers. The gardener fled 


thousand buds and blades and blossoms 
came trooping out to catch the sweet bap- 
tiem of the rain. The apple boughs grew 
green again and put forth their fragrant 
bloom. The daisies bloomed and dripped 
with dew because the rain from brimming 
clouds fell in their faces. Thers are flow- 
ers in the rain and strawberries in the 
showers. Who has told us better than Rob- 
ert Loveman what is in the clouds and what 
falls from them when it rains? 


“It is not raining rain to me, 
It’s raining daffodils; 
In every single drop I see 
Wild flowers on the hills; 
Though clouds of gray infest the day, 
And overwhelm the town-— 
It is not raining rain to me, 
It’s raining roses down,

Dr. James P. McNaughton, who 
has just returned from Turkey, gave 
a thrilling address concerning his ex- 
periences there at the First Congre- 
gational Church yesterday morning. 

In the evening, Dr. Herman F. 

of New York, a sociologist of 
renown, a personal friend and class- 
mate in Berlin or Dr. William Horace 
Day, spoke on “The Church of the 
Industrial City.” 

Is the wake earner in the church? 
Is the church a class institution? On 
no subject are more positive state- 
ments made, nor with more heat. 
Strangely, but little effort has been 
made to get at the facts, though noth- 
ing could well be easier. Dr. Swarts 
has a careful analysis of the 
entire membersnip of the large group 
of Congregational churches of St. 
Louis and Chicago, both typical in- 
dustrial cities. Membership was di- 
vided into classes, according to the 
principle source of the family in- 
come. To the group of talists 
were added all those who while not 
capitalists received salaries of $4000 
or more, on the theory that their in- 
terests were with this group. This 
careful examination revealed that 10 
per cent. belonged in the capitalist 
group and 3 per cent. to the high- 
salaried class, making a total of 13 
per cent., a number which some 
might consider unlucky or other- 
wise, depending upon whether or not 
they are in it. 

The professional group, doctors, 
teachers, lawyers, preachers, etc., also 
by interesting coincidence, numbered 

e 0 the group of clerks, 
included those whose chief income 
Was secured from the handling or ac- 
counting of the products of labor, 
rather than from the original produc- 
tion. This group shades into the next 
so that a sharp division is hardly pos- 
sible, but the proportion was reck- 
oned at 34 per cent.

TYRED PRESIDENT M'KINLEY SUB- 
JECT OF INTERESTING SERMON. 
Dr. Charles Edward Locke, pastor 
of the First Methodist Church, 
preached last night on “William Me- 
Kinley.“ the Ideal Citizen, Statesman, 
Christian. Gentleman.” 
Dr. Locke's remarks were of spe- 
cial interest to the public congrega- 
tion because, by the invitation of Mrs. 
McKiniey, Dr. Locke conducted the 
funeral services of the martyred 
President in Buffalo. Dr. Locke's 
father was the pastor of Maj. and 
Mrs.’ McKinley in Canton, O., and Dr. 
Locke carries a watch which was pre- 
sented to his father by the President 
when he was a Sunday-school super- 
intendent and a member of Congress. 
As the carnation was President Me- 
Kinley’s favorite flower many of them 
were worn by the people in the audi- 
ence last night. 
Dr. Locke spoke in part as follows: 
“William McKinley was the embodi- 
ment of the spirit of the age. He was 
the ideal American. He absorbed in 
his own great nature the tradition and 
doctrines of the past, and became an 
incarnation in his public and personal 
life ef the noblest aapirations of a 
liberty-loving people. In his career 
the labor of many brave hearts and 
of sacrificing 


“All true men are great men, but 
those men are more widely known in 
their greatness in whose lives the cli- 
maxes of the years take place. In 
architecture, the dazzling pinnacle 
crowned with gold, though conspicu- 
ous, is not more worthy than the rude 
granite block. which, all unseen, sup- 
ports the massive structure. Every 
good man, from the beginning of our 
republic's history, who has struggled 
and suffered for freedom, has con- 
tributed to, and has a part in the 
eventful career of William McKinley. 
In his public life he was a statesman 
with convictions, and courage, and 
conscience, and character, and these 
made him a seer. A statesman is a 
politician with a vision. He es 
a principle of government and made 
it the subject of his studies and his 
speeches, ready to rise or fall with 
his favorite theme. | 

“When he came to be President he 
showed how clear was his knowledge 
of the deep and abiding principles of 
profound statesmanship. He saw and 
outlined the policy which muat be 
pursued with regard to trusts and 
great corporations, as well as of 
reciprocal relationships with foreign 
nations. His honored succeagor in 
earrying out the McKinley ideas made 
for himself a phenomena! place in 
American statecraft. 

“As citizen, Congressman, Governor 
and President, he stood four square to 
every wind which blew, so that in all 
his public life, there was no occasion 
for a breath of suspicion or scandal. 
He possessed undeviating fidelity, 
twice peremptorily declining the nom- 
ination for the Presidency because he 
had promised his support to other 
men. 

“He believed in America for Amert- 
cans, and his eagle eye was ever alert 
for the approach of an tnimical force, 
or for a weak place tn the citadel of 
freedom. He sought to sgcure the 
classes their rights, and to wecord to 
the masses the full proportion of a 
nation’s prosperity. He was enter- 
tained by the rich and had the love 
and confidence of the poor. Every 
man, of whatever station in life, who 
knew him personally, claims him as 
a familiar friend. 

“He was an apostie of peace. All 
great soldiers have preferred peace 
to war. The concluding utterance of 
his last public address will live until 
‘peace, unmweaponed, conquers every

TAUSCHER’S RECORD. 

Capt. Tauscher attracted national 
attention last summer when munitions 
of war valued at $76,000 were discov- 
ered in a burning warehouse in New 
York and traced to him. It was also 
considered a significant fact that all 
of the cases of rifies, cartridges and 
other munitions discovered by Fed- 
eral agents on the vessel Annie Lar- 
sen bore the name of Hans Tauscher. 

When the $75,000 consignment of 
rifies and other articles were found 
in New York in a warehouse, W. 
Stokes Kirk, a broker with offices in 
Los Angeles, is alleged to have in- 
formed the Federal agents that the 
guns were discarded American arms; 
sold by him through a middleman to 
Capt. Tauscher. 
the Federal agents that he did not 
know Capt. Tauscher, who is said to 
be an agent of the Krupps, was the 
purchaser until the settlement was 
made. This purchase on the part of 


munition, rifles, etc., found on the 
Annie Larsen, was the subject of a 
Federal inquiry. A searching investi- 
gation is being made, it is said, into 
every purchase of munitions made by 
Capt. Tauscher or his agents during 
the last eighteen months, and each 

d to ascertain 
where the guns and war material 
finally went. 

Large purchases of cartridges, guns 
and other weapons, new or 
those discarded by the American 
army, have been the subject of re- 
cent investigation, it is said. The 
fact that millions of cartridges and 
tens of thousands of guns and bayo- 
nets have been stored near the bor- 
ders gave the Federal authorities a 
shock from which they have not yet 
recovered. These guns, in the hands 
of aliens in the event of an uprising 
either on the Canadian or Mexican 
border, would prove a serious menace 
to the peace of the nation. Mr. Kirk 
in discussing the sale of large quanti- 
tles of war material stated that he 
felt no fear of violating neutrality 
lawe because of the sea conditions. 

The investigators pointed out, how- 
ever, that in the event of trouble be- 
tween this country and Mexico, which 
the sale of war material might indi- 
cate, the presence of large quantities 
of rifles and cartridges in hidden 
places would be a serious affair for 
America and for this reason, a close 
watch is being kept on the activities 
of agents who are e in pur-
